RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 



Document Al relates to an information extraction management device in a digital 
color copier which computes storage area of memory corresponding to selected 
information, based on which specific information is extracted according to set copying 
change. Also, copying cost is reduced by advertising. 

Document A2 relates to an information delivery system for communicating 
advertisements and news, which has a centralized controller connected to a facsimile via a 
public telephone circuit for performing tele-diagnosis. 

English translations of the documents are not readily available; however, the 
absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider the 
submitted documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609).
